
Harvest Time . . . 
And Goblins . • . 

And U.N.I.C.E.F. . . . 


This is harvest time in New England. Roadside 
stands and farm stores are spilling over with ripe red 
apples, green and yellow squash and glistening orange • 
pumpkins. Baskets are heaped high with a variety of 
fruits and vegetables. Hardy plants, bright flowers and 
fall decorations are in abundance. 

The indescribable beauty of the New England 
countryside is dotted with shocks of yellow corn . . . 
stacks of logs for the fireplace . . . bright weather . . . 
falling leaves... rakes ... and bonfires. 

Youngsters scamper in wild abandon, their young 
voices riding on the wind, as the memory of country 
fairs and a circus on a cool night give way to the ex¬ 
citement of carving a pumpkin for Halloween. 

In many homes this week papers will be spread on 
tabletops and pumpkins will be set in place as children 
gather around to watch them get a funny face. Each 
little hand must have a turn in helping scrape out the 
seeds. Eyes, a nose, and a grinning mouth with a tooth 
left here and there, are carved. The round, smooth 
pumpkin is not a pumpkin anymore ... it is now a 
candlelit jack-o’-lantern to greet goblins at the door 
tonight. 

For millions of children in many countries there is 
no harvest of food in October. There is, in fact, an acute 
shortage of life's necessities. 

Last year, over 3 1 2 million young people and adults 
in all 50 states and on military bases in Europe and 
Asia went Trick or Treating for U.N.I.C.E.F. The more 
than 3 million dollars they collected was turned into 
help, hope, and health for some of the children 
struggling to stay alive in the developing world. 

This accomplishment would never have been 
possible if it weren’t for the thousands of adults and 
young people who organized a U.N.I.C.E.F. Halloween 
activity in their own neighborhood. 

The United Children’s Fund helps countries not 
only to meet emergency needs for food and medicine, 
but also to carry out long-range economic and social 
development programs. 

Trick or Treat for U.N.I.C.E.F. has received the 
Nobel Peace Prize in recognition of its achievements in 
the field of human welfare and its work in peace. In 
1967, President Johnson proclaimed every October 31st 
to be National U.N.I.C.E.F. Day. 

Tonight, children all over America will be out 
Trick or Treating for U.N.I.C.E.F. The dollars they 
collect will become food for young Africans caught in 
their country’s seven-year seige of drought and 
famine. Thev will help provide insurance in the form of 
Vitamin A capsules against terrifying vitamin 
deficiency blindness for youngsters in war-torn In¬ 
dochina. They will help supply clean water to stop 
sickness in India; emergency aid to flooded and 
beleagured Bangdalesh; and a teacher, a school and 
educational supplies for illiterate children of a 
Bolivian village. 

A U.N.I.C.E.F. Halloween does more than help 
children in other countries. It makes the activities of 
our own children safer and more meaningful. More 
important, it brings adults and their own youngsters 
closer together organizing and supervising the young 
Trick or Treaters. 

For Halloween this year, open your doors — open 
your hearts to U.N.I.C.E.F.

Center Commission. 

In making the an¬ 
nouncement at a Civic 
Center press conference Mr. 
Kennedy said that 156 ap¬ 
plicants from all over the 
United States applied for the 
post vacated by Louis S. 
Harp who resigned July 16 to 
become manager of the Von 
Braun Civic Center in 
Huntsville, Ala., in August. 
Harp was director since 
1970. 

Mr. Kennedy added, “And 
we’ve found the director 
with all the necessary 
qualifications right in this 
city after a three-month 
search.” 

Healy has resigned his 
position at American In¬ 
ternational College to take 
the Civic Center post.

MOST-OFTEN-ASKED 
ADMISSIONS QUESTIONS 

“What are the admission 
requirements?” 

“Will any financial aid be 
available?” 

“Can I get a private 
room?” 

“Can I get in?” 

These are just a few of the 
most-often asked questions 
secondary school seniors 
pose to American In¬ 
ternational College’s four 
roving admissions coun¬ 
selors who cover Nor¬ 
theastern United States from 
Caribou, Me., to Dunkirk, 
N.Y. 

Dr. Austin W. Flint, dean 
of admissions, said the* 
quartet includes: John R. 
Fallon, assistant to the dean, 
Timothy J. Chipman, R. 
William Barber and Loretta 
Gosselin. Each is an 
alumnus of AIC and each of 
them was extremely active 
in campus life during their 
academic career. 

Between them in the 
course of an academic year, 
they visit over 1000 secon¬ 
dary schools and community 
colleges throughout the 
entire Northeast and attend 
as many special college 
nights as possible. They 
have found that college 
nights give them an op¬ 
portunity to meet the 
parents of the prospective 
college students. 

• They agree that, “Today’s 
high school student is 
generally more aware; has 
an opportunity to be more 
selective; and, above all, 
realizes there is extreme 
competition for the high 
school student.” 

AIC, like so many other 
small, private, independent 


colleges, is placing more 
emphasis on the total 
credentials of each ap¬ 
plicant. “Emphasis today is 
on the individual,” the ad¬ 
mission counselors said, 
“his rank in class, ability to 
proceed academically, and 
recommendations from 
teachers, principals and 
guidance counselors carry 
more weight with ad¬ 
missions’ committee than in 
past years.” 

College admissions 
counselors ate not 
“recruiters,” but are 
counselors the AIC group 
contends. “Really, we can’t 
influence someone’s decision 
because most of the 
secondary school students 
we talk to have made up 
their mind as to their first 
choice. These kids are sharp. 
They know what they want. 
Our role is to help give them 
some advice that they may 
find helpful, while at the 
same time tell them some of 
the many advantages of 
AIC.”
